THE ARGUMENT RESUMED BEFORE 


JUDGE M’CAY YESTERDAY. 


Colonel] Albert Cox Concludes 
John I, Hall Speaks—An Interesting Legal Bat- 
tie--The Various Questions Raised—Tihe 
Argument to be Concluded Today. 
TS 


There was alarge crowd inthe United States 
courtroom yesterday morning, to hear the trial 
of the contested election case which was being 


argued before Judge McCay. 


Colonel Cox had the floor when court ad- 


jJourned Saturday, and resumed his argument 
when court met yesterday. 

Colonel Cox said of the fact that nine clerks 
were allowed at each precinct that the law 
allowed only three. He then proceeded to ar- 
gue the point that he had made about the non- 
publication of the local option bill before the 
registration took place. He urged that under 
the code the law was not in force until it was 
published, and that the publication did not 
take place until the 19th of November. The 
code originally declared that the law should 
not go into effect until it-had been published 
in a gazetie, and the legislature of 1876 struck 
out the words in reference to the publication 
In &@ gazette. 

Judge McCay said if that was true there were 
many laws that had never gone into effect. 
He said that it was important that that point 
should be understood clearly. The statute 
provided originally that laws should go into 
effect on the first of January after their pass- 
age. There were exceptions made of laws that 
stated iu themselves that they should go into 
effect as soon as passed, and such were required 
to be published in a gazette. The law in refer- 
ence to January was repealed, and many peo- 
ple supposed the other law was 

REPEALED BY IMPLICATION, 

Things went on, and there was no publication 
made by the officers. The question came be- 
fore the supreme court, and Judge McCay re- 
membered to have considered it, and seeing 
the uncertainties he had the act of 1876 passed, 
and then there was do doubt about it. All that 
business about publishing laws was repealed. 

Colonel Cox then went into a discussion of 
the rights eof the complainants to enjoin the 
ordinary, taking the position that he was a 
ministerial, not a judicial, officer. The oppo- 
site side, he said, had introduced an affidavit! 
claiming that the act threatened might be 
done, but that it was not certain that it would 
be done. His side had shown that the 
ordinary would declare the result if he was not 
restrained. Colonel Cox read from decisions 
to show that it was a presuinption of law that 
an officer would go on and do his duties if he 
ceoutinucd to hold his office. He also urged 
that the ordinary could be restrained because 
the low would £0 into etfect at once, “except 
as to vestedgrights.” He proeceded to ar- 

that the ordinary could 
restrained because his duties were 
ministerial. Jie read decisions to show that 
the character of a person must be determined 
by the character of the acts done and not by 
the official character of the agent. Whether 
he is a judge or not is to have no importance 
if the act done is ministerial.

And if- he 
claims ta be a court by virtue of an unconsti- 
tutional act, then he has no authority: for an 
unconstitutional act is the same as if it had 
never been enacted, It is lifeless as the 
form of clay without the breath of God.

but merely, asan individual, and if the act 
makes him a couit, and the act is untonstita- 
tional, then he is no court. 

Judge McCay remarked that the governor 
often heard contested election cases, and yet 
the constitutidm savs the executive and judicial 
departments shall always be kept separate. 

Colonel] Cox then, in a few remarks of thanks 
to the court for the patient hearing accorded 
him, concluded his speech.

Judge Hall—The people who registered had 
a Tight to vote, and the evidence is that when- 
ever a question was raised the three 
managers consulted, Ifthe point you make is 
correct there has never been and will never be 
a legal election in Georgia. The law is silent 
as to the number of ballot boxes. 


Judge Hall was calling Judge MeCay’s at- | 


tention to the agreement over the ballot box 
arrangement and claimed that the anti-prohi- 
bitionists were estopped just asa candidate 
would be under such circumstances. Judge 
McCay said there was a distinction, that there 
were private interests at stake that the agree- 
went ofthe leaders of the two parties could 
not estop. Judge McCay added: es 

“If one of these plaintiffs had taken part in 
the arrangement, there would be some point, 
but the point they make is that the people 
who did all this were the mere hoy-paloy. It 
is true they represented the people, but they 
represented no private interests. The public, 
the preachers and the voters and the talkers 
met in the parlors and the groceries, but al! 
that couldn’t make law. They couidn’t bind 
anybody.” 

Judge Hall still insisted that there were 
two political parties, and that the arrangement 
wes entercd into by the leaders, one of which 
fought under the banner of the blue and the 
other fought under the banner of the red. 

Judge Hall then read many authorities to 
show that mere irregularities, where no fraud 
was shown and the result would not be chang- 
ed, was not suflicient to annul an election. He 
cited &case in which a gourd was used fora 
ballot hox, and the election was held to be 
legal. 

THE POLICE POWERS. 

Judge Hall proposed to speak of when laws 
went into effect but Judge McCay said he did 
not care to hear anything on that subject. 

He then went into a discussion of the ques- 
tion of whether or not the law wasa general 
law. Itwas a general enactment-giving the 
people the right to adopt it as a local law. The 
law has no force until it is adopted by the 
people of a county and then it is a local law 
for that county. Is it not just as compet 
dothatas itis forthe legislature to pass sepa- 
rate acts for each county. 

Judge Ifall proceeded toa discussion of the 
police powers of astate. He cited the noted 
“license cases.’ In Sth Howard the principle 
is ret forth that if an article is imported it can 
be held inthe original package, but the mo- 
ment the importer breaks the package or dis- 
poses of it, the power of congress over it is 
gone and the police power of the state begins, 
Hic also argued that the staie was not seizing 
the property of the brewing company but was 
only stopping the saie of beer which it hada 
perfect night to do. He cited the case ofa 
Mississippi lottery company which paid five 
thousand dollars to the legislature for its char- 
terand was to pay a certain tax and which 
was abolished by the oonstitutional conven- 
tion which met fifteen months later, and the 
money paid torthe charter was not returned. 
The supreme court held that the lottery com- 
pany took its charter subject to the police 
powers of the people and that the legislature 
could not bargain away the public health or 
morals of the people That the people them- 
selves could not do it wmwuch less could their 
servants do it. The discretion to control such 
things can no more be bargained away than 
can the power itself.
